Denmark and England have much the largest portion 
of cattle, theagh Rasma, not included im the above, hes 
nearly as large « portion of cattle ox England.

or quite as high as that of Denmark, and higher than the 
average of Europe. But if we examine paruculer States 
we find some that have « larger number of cattle in pro- 
portion than any part of Europe. Thus, in Vermont 
and New Youk, there are more cattle than there are liv- 
ing souls 

The advantages of our own country are perceptible 
alee un the greater proportion of horses, swine, sheep, &c. 
Im this latter artucle, however, England hes the advan 
tage of us. That country has two sheep to each indi- 
vidual,—we, only one and one eighth, We have, how 
ever, an average of one end one-fourth of « hag to each 
inhabitant of the United States. The number of hogs 
here, ix greater than in England, France, Prussia, Aus 
tra, Span, Denmark, Bavaria, and the Netherlands 
a population exeeeding one hundred and twenty 
milhons, Of horses, we have to each mdivideal one 
fifth, Great Britain has only one-cleventh. 

We have not the means by which to arrive at the re 
lative product per acre in this country and Great Britain. 
The quantity of arable land im the United States is un 
known. In New Vork, however, the number of acre of 
improved land is sbout ten millions. Ia Great Britan it 
& minety-erght mullions, The proportion then is ten to 
owe. The grain raised of the kinds mentioned, & m 
New Yerk thirty-eight million tushels—in Great Bri- 
tain two hundred and axty-two millions. Here the pro- 
portion is in favor of New York. But then that State 
is one of the nchest in the nation. It is notorious that 
England does raise more grain to the acre than we do. 
Yet, when the hills of Scotland, the bogs of Ireland, and 
the feas and moors are taken into consideration, the 
United States is the most productive country by far 








In this comparative view of Europe and the United 
States, we may see the true ground of that physicel 
growth which characterizes the United States, and which 
undoubtedly must characterize it for many centuries to 
come.
